The arms which the Soviet government sends to foreign countries, 
especially to the Arab World, are accompanied by an army of propagandists, 

spies and specialists in revolutions disguised as experts. They carry 
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out activities planned by theiy government among all classes of people, 
as well aft activities of locpl Communist parties, pod .local governments 
are unable to restrict them.. In theo countries that do not import arms, 
the embassies eyarm with such experts disguised as employees. For instance, 
in a small country like Jordan, whose inhabitants do not exceed a million, 
the Soviet Embassy has 350 employees. Most of these are found in civilian 



clothes on buses, in cafes and in public places, wandering around, con- 
tacting all classes of people. Most of these employees understand Arabic, 



discuss the teachings of Islam, and show enthusiasm for these teachings 
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. as a means to change the views of' religious people concerning heretical 



Clearly threatening the existence of the North Caucasians and 
their descendants residing in the Arab East and Turkey— who number more 
than' three million— is the active propaganda which the Soviet authorities 
have directed toward them for more than ten years.
